Had some system been used to 
convert from peacetime to wartime 
inside the government, there would 
have been little need for the big 
Inflow Of new workers.

All that the present article a t­ 
tempts is to clarify the working of 
the subsidy system. To the average 
citizen It looks simple. Tile admin­ 
istration "rolls back” the price of 
butter five cent* a pound. There­ 
upon the housewife buy* butter for 
forty-one cents instead of lorty-six 
<or some such figures, depending 
on 
regional 
and 
other 
factors I. 
Then the administration compen­ 
sates the manufacturer of butter 
by peytag him a subsidy out of th# 
federal treasury. 


Price Fixer's Dream 


But to understand the complex­ 
ities, observe how the method works 
on other foods, canned vegetables, 
for example. 
Tire 
administration 
last week fixed the price at which 
canners must sell canned 
vege­ 
table-. But already, last January, 
toe administration had fixed a n ­ 
other price— the prlc* which can­ 
ners must pay to farmers for raw 
vegetable*. 
Thus, on toe aurftce, 
we have a pnce-fixers dream a 
fixed price to to paid farmers for 
their vegetables, a fixed price a t 
which canned vegetable* are to to 
sold. 


But turn now to the canner. He 
is caught between a fixed price 
ceiling and a fixed price floor. He 
says to toe administration, ta ef­ 
fect; 


“I Just can't do It. I can't 
make canned goods and sell 
them at the price you have 
fixed; my cost of labor la too 
great, labor is demanding high­ 
er wages and the higher wages 
must to paid lf toe canning is 
to be done. 
If you hold me to 
this TU J UM have to go out of 
busine** and the vegetables will 
rot ta th* fields." 


Meat Production Discouraged 


True, in this as in all rollbacks, 
the admimnistration said that Hie 
amount would to taken care of 
by a subsidy. But the market-wise 
in the stockyards knew th at much 
of Conure.** opposes subsidies, and 
hence might not appropriate th# 
money to pay them. 


When the farmer, right now. this 
week, sees a drop in the price he 
receive* for cattle and hogs, he la 
not apt to raise mote of them. 
This. with other factors, accounts 
tm the prediction of a famine rn 
meals later on. The subsidy system 
a* now begun, whatever may to 
aaid tor it, certainly does not stim ­ 
ulate production by til# farmer. 
And increased production of food­ 
stuffs la de*p#rately needed, 


W hat Is said here touches only 
on# aspect of the whole farm and 
food situation. The whole of It Is 
extremely complex and extremely 
confusing.

To this, th# administration re­ 
plied this week, ta effect: 


"Bure we can’t exi>ect you to 
do busine** at a loss. Just go 
■ivead, pay whatever wage In­ 
crease the War Labor Board 
approves; later on, well figure

/Concerning the Germans, though, 
t here is no talk of a post-war G#r- 
f man-American affiliation. Nor is it 
suggested that peat# should to bas­ 
ed upon a preliminary fir tag-squad 
Jor Herr Hitler 
Contrariwise, It is argued th at the 
Aret step should be ta the direction 
Of th# Germans’ own extinction of 
Adolf. It Is represented that th# 
Fatherland’s Junker element Is on 
th# eve of eliminating the Fuehrer 
himself, for having botched his Job. 
Gossip Is that he has lost all auth­ 
ority at home—that his military 
chieftain* have supplanted him and 
threaten to bump him off speedily. 


Temporary Expedient 


Th# supposition Is that, if so. the 
Teutonic militarists will seek a ne­ 
gotiated, temporary peace to enable 
them to get Into action again 
They are recognized as a CLASS, 
like the Italian Fascia class but a 
far stronger and mole perm anent 
class than th* latter, and one that 
can’t to trusted, as perhaps til# 
little Fascist bunch may to. 
Consequently, no such overtures 
are made ta the direction of toe 
Germans generally as are hinted 
popularly Italy-ward.

Mikado H itc­ 
hita is only figurative. His gang is 
not subject to him. It manipulates 
him. and It is not a small gang, 
like Adolf's, or a still smaller one, 
like Benito's. It la a predominant 
aristocracy. It Isn t a majority, but 
it bosses Ute job. 
The "hoi polloi’* falls for It. It is 
a survival from th# dark ages And 
it is perfectly willing to commit 
suicide—and take the country down 
into oblivion with it! 
I speak as an old resident of 
Japan. 
The civilized crew there are all to 
the good to live among, but the 
civilized one* havent much to say. 
It is easy enough to talk about 
civilized Italians It Is comparative­ 
ly %m\ to talk about civilized Ger­ 
many. It is no* to easy to apply 
th# term to Japan.

AP Food Editor 
After two months of point-buying 
for my family of four, I find that a 
good roast which lasts at least three 
davs is our favorite approach to the 
solution of the weekly meat problem 
The roast dinner and its follow-up 
meals of cold cuts and a savory stew 
or hash give plenty of taste satis­ 
faction without being too hard on 
the budget. Last week I ground the 
remnants of the roast with some 
diced celery, green pepper and a lit­ 
tle bit of onion, moistened it with 
salad dressing and had a very good 
sandwich filling. 
Five-Pound Roast 
We get a roast weighing from 
four to five pounds, a frequent buy 
being a rolled shoulder of veal en­ 
cased In a thin layer of suet. Tile 
fat in the suet gives extra moisture 
and flavor to the meat. The bone­ 
less cuts go farther in our family. 
Sometimes the roast choice is beef 
or veal boneless rump. Beef sirloin 
tip is all meat too. 
We have the roast meat with 
browned potatoes and carrots cook­ 
ed right in the meat. If you are in 
the potatoless belt you can have 
sweet potatoes, turnips and onions 
Beef or Veal 
Beef goes well merely seasoned 
with salt and peppier, but veal, I 
think, needs more seasoning so I 
put some chopped celery- leaves, 
minced onions and green pepper* 
lover the top along with the final 
seasonings for roasts. 
With brown gravy this 
makes 
a bumper meal.
